CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—A formal strike 
of bricklayers and stonemasons em- 
ployed on the new Federal building was 
ordered today. The foundation for the 
corner-stone, which is to be laid by 
President McKinley during the Fall 
Festival in October, was built last 
Sunday. The work was done by union 
masons, but under a_e sub-contract 
from John R. Peirce, who has. the 
contract for the stone work of the 
Federal building. Few men are af- 
fected, but unless the strike is -set- 
tled, it will probably prevent the lay- 
ing of the corner-stone. 

The strike grievance wil!l he *-oncht 
before the Buildings and Trades Council 
Friday night, and unless the disagree- 
ment between the labor unions and 
Contractor Peirce over the corner- 
stone, which, it is claimed, was cut by 
non-union labor, is settled, all work 
on the building will be stopped.

READY TOQUIT 


THE WAR BUSINESS. 


Asuinaldo Will Sell Out 
or Give Up. 


He Has Offered to Release the 
American Prisoners. 


WilP Send Envoys to Parley 
With Gen, Otis. 


United States Forces Will Lose No 
- Advantages by Allowing the Con- 
ference—Thirty-first Regi- 
ment Quarantined, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Manila cablegram says 
that two insurgent majors entered the 
American lines yesterday, under a flag 
of, truce. They visited Gen. MacAr- 
thur and offered to release sixteen 
American prisoners, including Lieut. 
Gillmore and his men from the gun- 
boat Yorktown, who were captured 
April 12 last. In return, they merely 
asked permission to send these prison- 
ers through the lines accompanied by 
Filipinos who desire to confer with Gen. 
Otis. The request was granted, and 
the insurgent officers returned to their 
lines this morning, after promising 
that the prisoners would be released 
in a few days. 

No mention was made of an exchange 
of prisoners, and the insurgents are 
evidently desirous of showing their 
magnanimity. Gen. Otis has consist- 
ently followed the policy of releasing 
the Filipino prisoners of war, retain- 
ing only their arms. 

THEIR ACTION INTERPRETED. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—[Exclusive 

Dispatch.] Every member of President 
McKinley’s Cabinet believes tonight 
that Aguinaldo made the first real over- 
ture for peace when he Proposed to sur- 
render American pri§Sners in return 
for being allowed to send his repre- 
sentatives inside our lines to confer 
with Gen. Otis. For a long time there 
has been some indication that the 
Filipino leader is at last,coming to his 
senses and is preparing to give up a 
hopeless struggle. 

The withdrawal of the American 
Peace Commission; the preparations to 
send a large additional force of Amer- 
ican soldiers to Luzon; the determina- 
tion on the part of this government 
to press the war in every possible way, 
immediately upon the conclusion of the 
rainy season, the administration men 
believe have had their full effect upon 
Aguinaldo. 

What became public today regarding 
Aguinaldo’s new move is but a small 
part of what the War Department 
knows concerning that chieftain and 
his purposes. The Times correspondent 
understands that the Americans might 
long ago have ended the conflict by the 
use of money in certain directions, had 
there been a disposition to do so. 

Failing to get money, Aguinaldo has 
concluded that he must give up, and 
the only matter which remains to be 
settled is when he shall quit. The 
War Department believes that he will 
quit within a comparatively few days, 
and that his asking for a conference is 
the first move in that direction. The 
department officials seem to have excel- 
lent reasons for being firmly grounded 
in this belief. That they will not di- 
vulge the complete case now is merely 
military prudence. 

YIELD NO ADVANTAGES. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—Secretary 

Root today received a cablegram from 
Gen. Otis that seemed to indicate a 
weakening on the part of the insur- 
gents in Luzon. It contained a proffer 
to deliver the American prisoners who 
have been for so many months in the 
hands of the insurgents, and also 
sought permission to parley with Gen. 
Otis. 

This cablegram was at once taken by 
Secretary Root over to the Cabinet 
meeting and formed the main topic for 
discussion at the: beginning of the Cab- 
inet session. However, upon reading 
the message carefully, its apparent im- 
portance seemed to diminish. 

Secretary Root himself did not re- 
gard the matter as of importance at 
this time. He recalled frequent efforts 
on the part of the insurgents in the 
past to gain time at critical moments 
by opening negotiations, ostensibly 
with the object of making peace, and 
he was not sure but this last offer 
was something of the same kind; but 
the Secretary was of the opinion that 
it would fail to afford the insurgents 
any advantages. 

Gen. Otis would receive any messen- 
ger and listen to him, and make an- 
swer to his proposals, but this would 
not restrain the military operations in 
the slightest degree, and the Ameri- 
can arms would lose no ground, no 
matter how the negotiations turned 
out. 

THE CABLEGRAM. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—A cable- 
gram has been received at the War 
Department from Gen. Otis, relative 
to the American prisoners in the hands 
of the insurgents. Gen. Otis says that 
Gen. MacArthur has been approached 
by a prominent Filipino, who asked 
if he were willing to enter into nego- 
tiations with Aguinaldo for the re- 
lease of the prisoners held by Aguin- 
aldo. He also asked whether Gen. 
MacArthur would permit a Filipino 
army officer to pass through the Amer- 
ican lines in order that he might con- 
fer with Gen. Otis. ot 

While no names are mentioned in the 


dispatch, it is inferred that, Included in 
the list of the American prisoners to 
whom the negotiations relate, is Lieut. 
Gilmore and the fifteen men of the 
Yorktown, who were captured by the 
insurgents on the east coast of Luzon, 
Maj. Rockefeller, who was \captured 
beyond the American lines, one night, 
shortly after his arrival in the Philip- 
pines, and about half a dozen private 
soldiers, who have been reported miss- 
ing. 

The text of the dispatch, as just 
made public by the War Department, 
is as follows: 

“MANILA, Sept. 19, 1899—Adjutant- 
General, Washington: MacArthur re- 
ports from Angels visit of two insur- 
gent officers with request for permis- 
sion to send into our lines American 
prisoners and to send to Manila prom- 
inent insurgent general officer for con- 
ference. The requested interview grant- 
ed, and insurgent officers at Angels re- 
turn north this afternoon with infor- 
mation.

PHILIPPINE WEATHER. 


Continued Rains Cause Deferment 
of Military Movements. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
according to official advices received at 
the War Department today, Gen. Otis 
has been disappointed in carrying out 
several military movements contem- 
plated at this time by reason of the 
continued rains. He fears now that 
the American troops will be able to do 
little if anything in the way of aggres- 
sive action before November 1. 

The authorities had hoped to get 
news of several important engage- 
ments, plans of which they have known 
for some time. In some respects they 
consider that the delay will be bene- 
ficial. By November 1 Gen. Otis will 
have 10,000 more men, and will there- 
fore be able to put a larger army into 
the field and begin a much more ag- 
gressive campaign than is possible at 
present. 


COL. MILEY DEAD. 


Inspector-General at Manila Sue- 
cumbs to Typhoid Fever. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPCRT.1 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—Col. John 
D. Miley, Inspector-General of Volun- 
teers, died today at Manila. The in- 
formation reached the War Depart- 
ment in a cablegram from Gen. Otis. 
His death was due to cerebral menin- 

gitis, attendant on typhoid fever. 

Col. Miley’s rank in the regular army 
was first lieutenant of the Second Ar- 
tillery. 

WRITER AND SOLDIER.

Military Authorities Guarding 
Against Smailpox.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 19.—The 
military authorities here are taking 
every precaution to prevent an out- 
break of smallpox among the mén of 
the Thirty-first Infantry, one of its 
members having been stricken yes- 
terday with a suspicious’ sickness.

DEPORTATION OF PRISONERS.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—The War 
Department has approved the action 
of Gen. Otis in refusing to allow Span- 
ish ships to go to ports controlled by 
the insurgents to take away Spanish 
prisoners. These ships will, however, 
be allowed to such points under escort 
of vessels of the United States. The 
transfer of the Spanish prisoners to the 
ships will be under the direction and 
control of the United States officers. 
The War Department will allow no 
communication between Aguinaldo and 
his agents and the Spaniards who may 
go to bring away the Spanish prison- 
ers.

except, perhaps, that. it implies the 
fulfillment of various formalities be- 
fore the pardon is actually issued, 


therefore qualifying the announcement 
of the pardon with slight tentative- 


ness. It is not known yet whether 
the pardon includes amnesty. 
The announcement that Dreyfus 


was to be pardoned had already been 


discounted by predictions, and there 
was absolutely no excitement dis- 
played along the boulevards when the 
newsboys ran along at about 3:15 
p.m., with the first editions, containing 
the statement that the Cabinet had 
decided to pardon Dreyfus. The news- 
papers sold quickly, but there was no 
rush for them on the part of the 
boulevardiers. Those who bought the 
papers sat down in front of the cafés 
and read the ment without 
comment. Everyone expected it, and 
the decision met with no opposition. 

The Droits de l’'Homme, the Social- 
ist organ, sald: “Our task remains 
the same after as before the examina- 
tion of Dreyfus—to continue the cam- 
paign against those who are responsi- 
ble for the lamentable affair and un- 
mask the forgers, traitors and the 
false witnesses, even though they may 
be covered with glittering decora- 
tions.”’ 

Up to 6 o'clock this evening, the ut- 
most calm prevailed throughout Paris. 
The decision of the Cabinet to pardon 


Dreyfus seemed to have passed un- 
noticed. The only remark was, “We 
expected it.”’ 


The official announcement was made 
in the form cabled to the Associated 
Press, in order to avoid demonstra- 
tions of any kind at tennes and 
Paris; but the pardon of Dreyfus is 
not merely imminent, but was actually 
signed this morning. Measures have 
been taken at Rennes, in connection 
with it, and it will have a good ef- 
fect generally. 

The newspapers now publish the 
first semi-official announcement of the 
Cabinet’s decision without comment. 
The Journal des Débats, however, 
says: “We are assured that the fam- 
ily will receive an order for Dreyfus 
to leave France, unperceived, shortly, 
during the ‘night. The government 
does not know, or, in any case, does 

ot say where Dreyfus is going. 
des Débats alse 
follows the foregoing with the report 
that Mme.

Even the Yellow Journals Failed te 
Stir the Crowds.

PARIS, Sept. 19.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.]. The decision of the Cabinet to 
pardon Dreyfus created less interest in 
Paris than would the result of a big 
horse race. In fact, it may be said 
that it caused no excitement what- 
ever. There was no rioting on the 
buulevards. In front of the offices of 
the Libre Parole, where a crowd usu- 
ally assebles in the evening to gaze 
upon the huge colored transparencies 
outside the windows of the leading 
anti-Semite organ, there was not the 
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of demonstration, either for or against 
Dreyfits. 

One would think that the fire of the 
Dreyfus agitation had burned itscif out. 
The anti-Dreyfusard evening papers 
tried to infuse interest into the govern- 
ment’s. action by a rabid attack upon 
President Loubet, but their efforts 
were futile. The peaceful crowds that 
filled the tables in front of the cafés, 
sipping their after-dinner coffee, looked 
at the newsboys who displayed the 
front pages of these sheets with their 
violent headlines, but utterly refused 
to get excited. The majority did not 
even discuss the matter, or only made 
the passing remark that the decision 
was just as had been expected and pre- 
dicted by every Parisian newspaper 
ginee the Rennes court-martial deliv- 
ered its verdict. 

The anti-Dreyfusard newspaper Soir 
had the most sensational caption, two 
lines of enormous letters 
across the enttre front page, announc- 
ing: “The traitor Dreyfus pardoned. 
Outrage on the army.” Then, in the 
course of an article vidlently attacking 
President Loubet, it said: ‘“Loubet 
has given himseif a coup de grace in 


pardoning Dreyfus. He should be 
prosecuted for committing an outrage 
upon the army, for his decision 


amounts to this. By a stroke of the 
pen, he has destroyed the effect of the 
sentences of two court-martials, and 
has declared that two military courts 
have lied.”’ 

The Soir adds: “The affair has %e- 
come grave, when the chief of state as- 
sumes the leadership of the anti-mili- 
tary movement and pardons a ce#n- 
fessed traitor, under the pretext that 
he has been condemned twice, instead 
of once.”

AT GUERIN’S CASTLE. 


Guard Withdrawn Troops 
Equipped for Service Posted. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


PARIS, Sept. 19. midnight.— 
{By Atlantic Cable.] At 11:30 
o'clock Lucien Millevoye, one of 
the deputies of the Department 


of the Seine, accompanied by § the 
brother of Jules Guerin, the anti-Sem- 
mite agitator, entered the Grand Occi- 
dent, the building in the Rue de Cha- 
brol where Guerin and his coOmpaniqns 
have long been beseiged. 

About the same time the soldiers who 
have been guarding the approaches 
. were withdrawn and replaced by troops 
fully equipped, as if for fleld service. 

: a.m.—Precisely at the hour ap- 

pointed, a captain of the Municipal 

Guards rapped at the door of Fort 

Chabrol. There was a moment of ex- 
ectation, and then the door opened. 
. Guerin calmly presented himself, 

meekly surrendering, and was driven 

to the police depot In an open cab, 
seated beside the captain of the 
ards. His companiong _were al- 

Jowed to go free. Thus the six weeks’ 

‘Blege ended in sublimely ridiculous 

style. 

-The night was well chosen by the 

gmovernment, as the excitement over 

the capture of the fort would inev- 
itably divert attention from .the par- 
don extended to Dreyfus. The plan 

Was to attack the building and ‘arrest 

Guerin and his band. The govern- 

ment had given him until 4 o'clock this 

‘morv.ing to surrender, and had a reg- 
ular army to assault the fort if he re- 
fused. Troops, Municipal Guards, 

mounted and on foot, and policemen 

to the number of nearly one thousand 
were dispatched to cordon all the 
streets within a radius of a quarter of 

a mile of Fort Chabrol. The neigh- 
borhood presented a picturesque scene. 
In each street leading to the house 
were, first, a swarm of policemen: then 
a double row of mounted Municipal 
Guards; then a cordon of police; then 
a double hedge of infantry, and again 
within twenty yards of the fort, an- 
other row of infantry, while in a semi- 
circle in front of the fort was ranged 
a row of Municipal Guards. 

One would imagine that a general 
assault upon a fortified camp was 
about to take place. The cordon was 
exceedingly strict. At 2:40 a.m. a col- 
onel and two majors of the Republican 
Guards arrived at the scene in a cab. 
At 3 o'clock M. Guerin’s brother. with 
M. Chanteloube, whose consumptive 
son was inside the fort, arrived. Both 
‘were much moved. 

_. Then, successively, came M. Lepine, 
Prefect of Police; M. Cochefort, Chief 
of the Secret Service Police, and other 
high police officials. These were soon 
followed by a colonel of the First Bri- 
gade and detachments of mounted and 
foot Republican Guards. 

Twenty cabs and 200 military en- 
gineers were held in readiness at’ the 
barracks near by, and there were am- 
bulances within easy distance, appar- 
ently ready for any emergency or for 
an attempt at rescue. 

At 3:30 a.m. Gen. Dalstein, who had 
_ charge of the troops, arrived on foot, 
‘and the troops presented arms and 
opened out to allow him to pass 
through. The attack was to be made 
soon after 4 o'clock. The policemen 
were to be used first and then, if a 
desperate resistance was made by 
Guerin and the others of the garrison 
2 soldiers were to be summoned. 

ven up to 4 am., the troops con- 
tinued to arrive. Mounted Republican 

Guards were drawn up in the Rue des 

Messageries. Numerous carriages with 

detectives were stationed in the Rue

SCHEURER-KESTNER DEAD, 


Death Occurs the Day the Cabinet 
Reaches a Decision. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PARIS, Sept. 19.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) There is much remark here on 
the strange coincidence of the death 
of M. Scheurer-Kestner, the first cham- 
pion of Dreyfus, and to whom Dreyfus 
will virtually owe his freedom, on the 
very day the Cabinet decided to par- 
don the prisoner. M. Scheurer-Kest- 
ner’s death was sudden. He had been 
ill during the last few days, but it 
was not thought that his illness would 
prove fatal. 

Auguste Scheurer-Kestner, the 

former Vice-President of the French 
Senate and foremost champion of the 
cause of Dreyfus, was born February 
11, 1833, at Mulhouse, Alsace, from 
which place the Dreyfus femily also 
came. He was president of the chem- 
ical Society of Paris, and was a prom- 
inent member of a number of ether. 
societies. He was political director of 
the Republican Francaise from .1879 to 
1884, and was a Republican in politics, 
He took a great interest in the im- 
provement of working classes, and in 
1865 founded a codperative society for 
their benefit. 
His Republican ideas in 1867 caused 
him to be sentenced to four months’ 
imprisonment and f.2000 fine. He was 
elected to the National Assembly in 
1871, and in 1875 he was first elected to 
the Senate, of which he afterward be- 
came one of the secretaries and 
eventually one of the vice-presidents. 
He was defeated for reélection as vice- 
president January 138, 1898. He has 
written extensively on chemistry. 


RENNES EXCITED.

- SOCIALIST ACTIVITY. 


The Dreyfus Case Inspires to Re- 
niewed Efforts. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
PARIS, Sept. 19.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} Another Dreyfusard organ pub- 


lishes a long story, asserting that 
President Loubet signed the decree of 
pardon a week ago, after an interview 


between Joseph Reinach and _ the 
Premier, M. Waldeck-Rousseau, the 
result of which was that the latter 


insisted upon the President signing 
the decree. This was done, the paper 
in question declares, at the Cabinet 
council September 12. This story is 
improbable, its object obviously being 
to bring discredit upon the President 
and the Premier by making it appear 
that they are completely under the 
thumb of the Jews. 

It can be regarded as certain that 
the decree was only signed today, be- 
cause it could not be signed until the 
Court of Reyision had given its de- 
cision on the Dreyfus appeal or until 
Dreyfus had withdrawn the appeal. 
This is the view of M. Champoudry, 
the clerk of the Court of Revision, 
published this evening. In any event 
if Dreyfus has already withdrawn hfs 
appeal, which is doubtful, he has only 
just done so, and thus President 
Loubet could not have signed the de- 
cree last week. 

Pardoning Dreyfus does not drop 
the curtain on the drama. The Drey- 
fusards are determined to pursue the 
campaign against the generals and 
other officers of the general staff who 
have lied and committed gross illegal- 
ities in order to keep the prison door 
closed on the victim. 

The Aurore, the leading organ of the 
Dreyfusard body, will tomorrow 
(Wednesday,) publish an article in 
this sense by Francis de Prossenz, 
the distinguished journalist, who from 
the first was a leader in the revision 
movement. A proof slip of the article, 
which is headed “Pardon—And What 
Aftenward?” was handed to the Ass6- 
ciated Press this evening. 

M. de Prossenz goes on to declare 
that when the generals have: been pun- 
ished the Dreyfusards will continue the 
campaign ‘‘until courts-martial have 
been abolished, and iron and fire have 
been carried into the sores of the dip- 
lomatic corps and society.” 

The article clearly outlines the mili- 
tant attitude of the Dreyfusards, and 
shows that France will not be allowed 
to rest quietly, even though Dreyfus 
be set at liberty. 

The campaign for his release has 
given the Socialist party a weapon of 
which they will avail themselves to the 
utmost, and Dreyfusism will be extend- 
ed more and more into the socialistic 
agitaton. Moreover, the Zola trial and 
Mme. Henry's prosecution of Joseph 
Reinach for defaming the memory of 
her husband will shortly come on, and 
they will be used by both sides as lev- 
ers again to excite public feeling. Par- 
doning Dreyfus, therefore, only cioses 
one act of the drama, and France will 
probably again find herself in the

HE DOES NOT THINK IT WILL

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 19.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Anybody. who tries to 
find out exactly how Senator Quay will 
finally attempt to break into the 
United States Senate- has a difficult 
proposition on hand, Quay himself is 
now in Pittsburgh, talking things 
over with his trusted leaders, and they 
seem to be all twisted up. Quay, for 
the first time In many months, talked 
@ little to the newspapers last even- 
ing about his case. He told the re- 
porters that he did not know whether 
there would be an extra session of the 
Legislature to elect: him to the Senate 
or not, but he thought not. He said 
he did not know what the United States 
Senate would do about his case, and he 
could not make up his own programme 
until he found out. 
So there this matter, which is as im- 
portant to California as to Pennsyl- 
vania, hangs. Quay feels that he can- 
not get the Legislature to elect him 
now any more than he could last win- 
ter. One of his leaders here in Phila- 
delphia said that much today. So his 
first play now seems to be to try to get 
the Senate to give him a seat upon 
Gov.

HANNA’S SENTIMENTS.

HAWAII IMPORTS UPWARDS OF 
TEN THOUSAND. 


Large Demand for Cheap Labor Re- 
sults From Heavy Investments 
of American Capital—The Mika- 
do’s Government to Restrict 
Further Emigration.

VICTORIA (B. C.,,) Sept.. 19.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Not content with 
the importation throvgh Minister 
of & small‘army of Italian fleld- 
workers, the planters of Hawaii are 
new arranging for the Wholesale im- 
portation of contract labor from Japan. 
When the Empress of India sailed from 
Yokohama on the 7th inst., their agents 
had secured 9310 laborers, ,and these, 
with the women who are to accompany 
them to the islands, means a total 
emigration from Japan of upward of 
ten thousand five hundred. 
The large demand for cheap labor 
results from the recent heavy invest- 
ments of American capital in Hawaii, 
but the present emigration is viewed 
with alarm in Japan. The government 
is promising stringent restrictions for 
the next session of the Diet.

“In the exercise of the power con- 
ferred upon him by the joint resolu- 
tions of Congress, approved by the 
President July 7, 1898, entitled ‘Joint 
resolution providing for the annexation 
of the Hawaiian Islands to the United 
States, the President of the United 
States hereby directs that the issue 
of registers to vessels by the authorities 
of Hawali, entitling such vessels to 
all rights and privileges of Hawaiian 
vessels in the ports of nations or upon 
the high seas, shall hereafter cease. 
“In witness therefor,’’ etc. 

The purpose of this action is supposed 
to be the preventing of indiscriminate 
admission to Hawaiian register of for- 
eign-built ships, which will later on 
become entitled to United States regis- 
ter.

VICTORIA, Sept. 19.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Affairs at Peking have been 
thrown into a strange confusion, ac- 
cording to advices by today’s mail 
steamer by the sudden and dangerous 
iliness of the Empress Dowager and 
the circulation of the report that Li 
Hung Chang has been called upon to 
resume his old rank and office. The Em- 
press Dowager’s illness dates from Au- 
gust 25, when she was suddenly at- 
tacked with a violent vomiting, fear 
being entertained that poison had been 
introduced into her food. 

Three days later the Empress was 
described by those having access to 
her presence as weak and listless, pay- 
ing little attention to affairs of state. 
At the same time the announcement 
was made that the resignation of Vice- 
roy Liu of Nanking had been accepted, 
Viceroy Yu of Tientsin, a pronounced 
Li Hung Chang man, succeeding. The 
Empress Dowager had also requésted 
Li to resume his old post at Tientsin, 
despite the violent opposition of her 
nephew, Jung Lu, who fears Li may de- 
prive him of the command of the land 
and naval forces without which he can- 
not maintain his 
Prince Ching. 


MORGAN CITY WRECK. 


The Accident Came Near Being an 
Appalling Catastrophe. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
YOKOHAMA, Sept, 8.—[Wired from 
Victoria, Sept. 19.] Interesting details 
are at hand of the wreck of the Amer- 
ican transport Morgan City, in the in- 
land Sea of Japan. It appears that it 
came very near being anappalling ca- 
tastrophe. Striking upon a reef at 3 
o'clock in the morning, the ship re- 
mained fast until daylight, when, by 
adopting the expedient of pushing the 
men alternately from one side to the 
other, the ship was rolled from the 
rocks into deep water, where she at 
once began to fill rapidly. She headed 
for the shore of the Island of Ino- 
shima, several miles distant, sinking 
perceptibly with every yard of progress. 
She reached the beach barely a min- 

ute before otherwise going under. 

The discipline of the men was ad- 
mirable and all were gotten ashore in 
safety. The seamanship shown § ap- 
pears not to have been so admirable, 
as no precautions were taken to make 
the boats fast to the shore after 
beaching. The day was spent in re- 
moving storesthe transport lying very 
nearly bows under, but well afloat in 
the after part. Late in the afternoon, 
without warning, she slid off the steep 
beach and sunk in about six fathoms, 
Almost instantly came aid from the 
Japanese authorities, the cruiser Yoso- 
home being at once dispatched and 
the Red Cross Society sending a relief 
expedition. The troops are loud in 
their appreciation of Japanese kindli- 
ness. A pleasant episode for the ship- 
wrecked men was the passing of the 
scene by the Empress of India, while 


.| she stopped for some hours and prof- 


fered everything which could be done 
in the way of aid. 

The damage by the recent typhoon 
which swept the whole southern por- 
tion of Japan, is even greater than at 
first reported. The appalling subsidence 
of the Beshi mine in the Island of 
Shikoku entailed the loss of 600 lives. 
From all parts of the south reports 
still come in of hundreds of thousands 
of houses destroyed, while every pre- 
fecture counts by hundreds its dead. 
An interesting incident in the Beshi- 
mine catastrophe was the final saving 
of five miners who had been impris- 
oned in the earth for six days 
by the caving in of the entrance. 
The remarkable course pursued by 
the Empress Dowager of China con- 
tinues to attract attention. Her severe 
temporary illness at first reported as 
due to poison, is later interpreted as a 
political expedient to checkmate the 
schemes of the rival factions at court 
and to pave the way for the help of 
the Japanese government in the person 
of Marquis Ito, under whom needed 
reforms are to be made. That this 
curious plan is apocryphal is evident 
from the fact that the Marquis has re- 
ceived an appointment as president of 
a new and important bureau in the 
imperial household of Japan, which 
brings him into closer relations with 
the Emperor and makes him more than 
ever the power behind the throne. 
Yokohama has been crowded during 
the past week as perhaps never be- 
fore in her history. The presence here 
of an imposing British squadron of 
battleships, cruisers and torpedo boats 
occurring simultaneously with the com- 
ing of three American transports with 
troops for and from Manila has, to- 
gether with an unuauslly large con- 
tingent of passing tourists, filled the 
streets and hotels to their utmost ca- 
pacity. The last consignment of vol- 
@nteers to arrive was the Montana reg- 
iment which, like its predecessors, was 
pronounced best yet.’’ The marvel- 
ous record made by preceding troops 
is still unbroken, 10,000 having now 
passed through without a single case

fASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN JOSE, Sept. 19.—In an interview 
with an Associated Press correspon- 
dent tonight, Suesser said that he was 
sorry he killed Sheriff Farley, and that 
he never would have fired at him if he 
had known who he was. Suesser fur- 
ther said: “I intended to kill Delaney 
and Allen when I started out. When I 
failed to get Delaney, I set fire to his 
barn. When Allen came along and tried 
to arrest me, I thought I got him, but 
it seems I killed the Sheriff. If I could 
have killed those two men, I would 
hang, satisfied.” 

SALINAS EXCITED. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SALINAS, Sept. 19.—Salinas and all 
the surrounding towns were in a state 
of great excitement all night as a result 
of the murder of Sheriff Farley by 
George Suesser, but today the outward 
demonstration has subsided. Neverthe- 
less, plans are being formulated to 
mete out to the murderer punishment 
such as was given to murderers in the 
days of the vigilantes. 

An armed mob followed Deputy Sher- 
iff Keefe and his prisoner all night, 
and once or twice intercepted the fu- 
gitive and his guardian, but the mob 
was outwitted, and the murderer and 
the deputy took refuge in a haystack 
where they remained until this morn- 
ing, when, disguised, they managed to 
run the gauntlet of the angry citizens, 
and reached the jail safely. Their pres- 
ence inside the jail soon became known, 
however, and an excited mob formed 
and surrounded the building. The in- 
furiated people demanded the release 
of the prisoner, and a rope was fastened 
to a convenient tree, but Deputy Keefe 
was not to be balked in his efforts to 
save the prisoner, and while he argued 
the matter with the mob, Suesser was 
removed from the building by secret 
means. 

Keefe has been with Suesser ever 
since his capture, and although he was 
Sheriff since 
their boyhood, he acted courageqisly 
and according to law, although his of- 
ficers last night refused to aid the mur- 
derer in escaping the outraged mob, 
Keefe announced that he would die be- 
fore he would give Suesser up to the 
vengeance of the mob. People are ar- 
riving here from surrounding towns in 
large numbers, and on every side is 


, heard loud demands for the lynching 


of the culprit. 

The inquest over the body of Henry 
R. Farley was held this morning. It 
developed that Farley, in company 
with ex-Dist.-Atty. P. Zabala, had been 
attracted to the fire on the Delaney 
place by the sound of the bell, and 
knew nothing of any previous trouble. 
When Farley arrived at the Suesser 
house he heard loud talking and 
threats to kill someone, by George 
Suesser, and remonstrances by his 
father and mother. In a few minutes 
the murderer emerged from the house 
with a double-barreled shotgun and 
crossed. the street. cursing loudly. 

Farley called to him and told him to 
keep cool and go back home. Suesser 
replied with an oath and threatened 
to kill Farley, who still kept remon- 
Sstrating with Suesser, when, without 
warning, the murderer deliberately 
took aim and shot Farley. He ¢hen 
tried to kill Zabala, but the gun missed 
fire. He also, before his capture, at- 
tempted to kill himself, but failed. The 
jury returned a verdict of death by 
gunshot wound at the hands of Sues- 
er. 

Suesser is about 22 years old and is 
an excellent shot. He earns a liveli- 
hood by shooting game in the sur- 
rounding hills and has been in trouble 
on numerous occasions. He is a des- 
perate fellow. 


AFRAID OF THE MOR. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
_ SAN JOSE, Sept. 19.—Murderer Sues- 
ser was safely landed here at 2:35 
o'clock this afternoon. He was in the 
custody of Deputies Hughes and Wal- 
lace of Salinas. They left that place 
this morning in a rig, intending to 
take the train with their charge at 
some point north. When on the road 
at San Juan, they were notified from 
Salinas of the move of the mob there 
and told to drive on to Gilrov. That 
place was reached about noon or soon 
after, and the train caught. , 

The prisoner made no attempt to 
escape and aided the officers in ey- 
ery way as he was terribly afraid of 
the mob. The officers here had been 
notified of the prisoner's coming and 
had deputies at the depot. Few knew 
anything of the expected arrival and 
there was no crowd at the depot. 
The officers with their charge walked 
from the depot to the jail. The word 
got out and a big crowd followed 
them but there was no_excitement. 

The cut on Suesser's throat is only 
skin deep, but it bled a good deal. 
He has a black spot in the center of 
his forehead and one eye is powder- 
burned. He says he tried to blow his 
brains out with the shotgun, but that 
the cartridge had only powder in it. 
This caused the wound in his forehead 
and knocked him down. He takes 
his situation calmly. 


* VETERAN'S NARROW ESCAPE. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

SALINAS, Sept. 19.—There has just 
come to the surface, news of the nar- 
row escape of J. J. Hendrickson, a 
Mexican war veteran, aged 83, from 
the murderous shots of Suesser, the 
assassin of Sheriff Farley. Hendrick- 
son lives just across from where De- 
laney lives and where Suesser at- 
tempted to kill the inmates. He was 
awakened by pistol shots and was 
about to get out of bed when a bullet 
erashed into the bedstead, not a foot 
above his head. He rolled out on the 
floor and hearing no further shots, 
‘went to the window but could see no 
one, 

THE CORONER'S INQUEST. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]} 
SALINAS, Sept. 19.—Pandemonium 
still runs high in this city, the sole 
topic of conversation being the cold- 
blooded murder of Sheriff Farley, the 
attempt at the murder of Officer Al- 
len, as well as the robbery and at- 
tempted annihilation of the Delaney 
family. 

Ex-Dist.-Atty. P. E. Zebala was the 
chief witness at the Coroner's inquest. 
He was in the Sheriff's company from 
3:30 o'clock continuously until the time 
of shooting.. The two men had been 
out to Corral de Troca, returning about

9:30 o'clock, and drove to Keefe’s 
house and left the horse. While there 
the fire alarm sounded. Farley said 
they would go down town to the fire. 
“I told him,” he continued, “there 


would be no use going there; that the

Suesser's 
house if we wanted to find out some- 
thing about the fire. Upon arrival there 
we heard loud talking and heard 
Suesser’s parents remonstrating with 
him, but he seemed very much excited 
and said he was going to kill Delaney. 
Suesseg went out into the street, con- 
tinuing his cursing and threatening. 
Deceased spoke to him and _ said: 
‘George, be quiet.’ But Suesser said: 
‘Stand back. you — — — or I'll shoot 
you, too.’’ Farley said: ‘Oh, no you 
won't, George, don’t you know who I 
am?’ he replied: ‘Yes, I know who 
you are.” Deceased.then urged Suesser 
to come back home and behave him- 
self. Suesser then turned to Farley 
and lifting his gun to his shoulder 
said: ‘Stand back,’ and upon repeat- 
ing it the third time he pulled the trig- 
ger, the load taking effect in Farley's 
face. 

“When he fired, his father was on 
the sidewalk and his mother and 
brother were in the yard. They 
screamed, ‘Oh, my God, he has killed 
an innocent man. Take him and hang 
him, he ought to be killed.’ When we 
went to the house searching for Sues- 
ser his family again reiterated what 
they said and requested us to hang 
him. Suesser did not appear to be un- 
der the influence of liquor but spoke 
with deliberation of one seeking blood. 
Sheriff Farley’s pistol was in his 
pocket. He had never drawn it.” 

The Marshal testified he had _ the 
gun of Suesser’s, that he helped to 
capture him. 

“When we pulled him out he said 
he wished it was Allen, as he wanted 
to kill him, begged us fora pistol, stat- 
ing he would take his own life.” 

The Coroner did not deem it neces- 
sary to introduce further evidence and 
gave the case to the jury, who 
promptly returned the following ver- 
dict: 

“We, the Coroner's jury summoned 
to inquire into the cause of the death 
of Henry Ried Farley, find that de- 
cease was shot in the head with buck- 
shot by George Suesser; that the 
shooting was done with intent to kill.”’ 


CROCKER INTERESTS. 


Rumor They Had Been Sold to 
Speyer of New York. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 19.—The 
Bulletin says: “There was a rumor 
abroad in the city this afternoon to 
the effect that the entjre Crocker in- 
terest in the Southern Pacific and Cen- 
tral Pacific railroad companies had 
been sold to Morris Speyer of New 
York. The announcement caused a 
big sensation in financial circles, and 
as it came from a reliable source, was 

accepted as correct. 

“Speyer is a widely-known and very 
important breker of New York City. 
He was in this city a short time ago 
and it was then understood that he 
was here on a big deal. The supposi- 
tion is that he was acting for some 
kell-known money power, possibly the 
Vanderbilts. 

“George Crocker was asked this 
afternoon if the report was true, and 
replied that the reporter would have 
to find Speyer. 

**Don’t you know?’ he was asked. 

“And he_ replied: ‘Get it from 
Speyer.’ 

“Another big official was seen, and 
said he thought the Crocker interests 
were valued at $13,000,000. They owned 
346,000 shares of the stock. 

“It is understood that all of the 
Crockers have closed out their inter- 
ests. There are five of them and they 
own a fifth interest in the nronerty. 
Speyer is the-man who put through 
the famous reconstruction of the Cen- 
tral Pacific.”’ 


WEATHER AND CROPS, 


Conditions Generally Favorable for 
the Citrus-fruit Growers. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. “19.—The 
Department of Agriculture has pre- 
pared the following summary, show- 
ing the weather and crop. condition 


existing in California during the past 


week: 

“The temperature has averaged 
nearly normal along the coast, and 
from 3 to 7 deg. above in the interior. 
The only precipitation reported was 
a trace of rain at Independence. 
Strong north winds and forest fires 
in the mountain districts of the up- 
per Sacramento Valley have caused 
some uneasiness among. citrus-fruit 
growers, but thus far, no damage has 
been reported. Conditions have been 
generally favorable for  fruit-drying, 
which is nearing completion, and for 
the maturing of wine and raisin 
grapes. Raisin-picking continues, 
with a ‘yield of superior quality, but 
light in most section. There is a large 
crop of olives. 

“Citrus fruits and walnuts have been 
greatly benefited by the warm, dry 
weather. Oranges will be better in 
quality than the last season's crop, but 
the yield will probably be below aver- 
age. Hop-picking continues. There 
is a heavy crop, of good quality. Sugar 
beets are nearly all gathered. In some 
sections there is a considerable qual- 
ity of hay still in stack, owing to a 
scarcity of presses and laborers, Plow- 
ing has commenced in some localities.”’ 

NO VANDERBILT MONEY. 
{RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Journal dispatch says a 
large share in the Central and Southern 
Pacific railways has been bought by 
Speyer & Co., bankers of this city. It 
was said in this city tonight by a gen- 
tleman conversant with the affairs of 
the two companies that Speyer & Co. 
had arranged recently to purchase a 
large block of securities, but he could 
not tell whether the interest acquired 
was the Crockér’or Stanford holdings. 
He said he could deny the report that 
the deal was part of the Vanderbilt 
scheme for the control of the Trans- 
Continental Railway system. 

“There is no Vanderbilt money in 
this,”’ he continued. ‘“‘Mr. Speyer has 
been very friendly to Huntington. The 
firm put through the reorganization of 
the Central Pacific. Speyer is not buy- 
ing for Huntington, but is taking over, 
as opportunity offers, the holdings of 
others who are not in sympathy with 
Mr. Huntington's interests, and _ 
hold them on his own account.” 

Speyer was in San Francisco a short 
time ago and it was understood at 
that time that a large deal in Central 
Pacific was in the wind. 


LATHERED HIS FACE, 


Painters on Transport Tacoma 
Fight and Sling Paint. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 19.—George 
W. K. Daubs, a union painter working 
on the transport Tacoma, was nearly 
choked to death after having his face 
coated with a thick layer of paint by 
a non-union painter named Kearney, 
this afternoon. Daubs was told by his 
foreman to help Kearney finish paint- 
ing the hospital of the Tacoma. The 
ire of Kearney, who is not a painter 
by trade, it is said, was aroused by 
Daub’s criticisms of his work. With 
his brush he lathered Daub’s face and 
eyes with paint and then, throwing 
him into the scuppers, choked him un- 
til he was dragged away by two fel- 


low-workmen. 
After being treated at the Harbor 


Hospital by Drs. Frank Robinson and 
Murphy, Daubs left and went to the 
City Hall to get out a warrant for the 
arrest of his assailant. Daubs is a 
small man, and weak from recent ill- 
ness. 


TRANSPORT OHIO, 


She Returns to Manila With the 
Morgan City Men. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT] 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Gen. Otix 
has informed the War Department of 
the arrival at Manila of the transport 
Ohio, with the men from the wrecked

CABINE! WAS BUSY. 


YESTERDAY'S SESSION LONGER 


THAN 18 USUAL 


Aguinaldo’s Request for a Confer- 
ence as to the Release of Ameri- 
can Prisoners Discuened at 
Length—Hawatiian and Porto 
Rican Affairs. 


[ASSOCTATED PRESS DAY REPORT) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.--Today’s 
Cabinet meeting lasted longer than 
usual, Secretaries Hay, Gage and 
Long were the absentees. The cable 
of Gen. Otis informing the Secretary 
of War that Aguinaldo’s request that 
one of his representatives be allowed 
to come through the American lines 
for a conference with Gen. Otis regard- 
ing the release of American prisoners, 
was laid before the Cabinet by Secre- 
tary Root and was discussed at length. 
The question of the release of the 
Spanish prisoners whom Aguinaldo is 
reported as ready to release, if trans- 
ports are sent to the blockaded ports 
for that purpose, was considered, but 
no action was taken. 

A question has arisen as to the title 
of public lands in Hawaii. It was 
briefly discussed, but, in the absence 
of Secretary Hay, no action was taken. 

A letter from Gen. Davis, Governor- 
General of Porto Rico, giving a résumé 
of the situation there. was read for the 
information of the Cabinet. The pro- 
test of the Chinese government against 
Gen. Otis excluding the Chinese from 
the Philippines is said not to have been 
discussed at the Cabinet meeting. 

Alluding to Gen. Otis’s dispatch re- 
garding a conference with the insur- 
gents, three of the Cabinet members, 
after the meeting, expressed their opin- 
ion that too much significance should 
not be attached to Aguinaldo’'s pro- 
posal. Secretary Root, however, said 
that so many similar conferences in the 
past had come to naught that he 
doubted very much whether this one 
meant much toward the establishment 
of peace and good order in the islands.

National Association Will not Be 
Able to Control Them.

tempt of the National uissociation of 
Master Plumbers to prevent non-mem- 
bers from getting supplies is likely 
to be futile, in view of action § taken 
at the recent meetings of jobbers 
and manufacturers of such supplies. 
The Central Supply Association, which 
controls the territory of the Central 
West, adopted the following resolu- 
tions, which have been concurred in 
by the Jobbers and Manufacturers’ 
Association, which covers the territory 
east of the Alleghanies, and it is be- 
lieved that the San Francisco associa- 
tion which has the Pacific Coast terrt- 

tory, will concur: 

“Whereas, the National Association 
of Master Plumbers passed a resolu- 
tion, at their convention, held in New 
Orleans, to go into effect September 
1, 1899, to the effect that in the future 
they will purchase their supplies from 
those who sell only to members of the 
National Association of Master Plumb- 
ers, and manufacturers and jobbers in 
accord therewith; and whereas, the 
effect of the aforesaid resolution, if 
complied with generally by the supply 
houses of the country, would be to 
bring hardship upon many reputable 
and financially responsible master 
plumbers who are not members of the 
national association; or compel them 
to seek other sources of supply, which 
they can undoubtedly secure: thereby 
limiting the trade of the supply houses, 
in accord with such’ resolution, and 
encouraging the establishment of com- 
petitive houses to take care of the out- 
side trade: and whereas, the original 
purpose, as announced, of the National 
Association of Master Plumbers was 
for the benefit of the plumber and the 
securing of the trade “privileges to 
which he was entitled, with no dis- 
crimination against non-members: the 
association being satisfied that manu- 
facturers and wholesale dealers in 
plumbing materials should confine thetr 
sales to master plumbers, regularly en- 
gaged in business, wherever the same 
existed; a reasonable requirement. to 
which supply houses have subscribed 
without detriment to the interests of 
the said national association or them- 
selves: therefore be it 

“Resolved, That the members of the 
Central Supplv Association will not 
become parties to a plan of trade op- 
pression as required by the New Or- 
leans resolution referred to: and while 
they are willing to maintain the prin- 
ciples of the National Association of 
Master Plumbers, as outlined at the 
time of its organization, they recog- 
nize the right of every legitimate man- 
ufacturer and jobber of plumbing sun- 
plies, and every master plumber who 
has an established place of business 
and represents the industry of plumb- 
ing, and who has qualified under State 
and local enactments regulating plumb- 
ing and plumbers, where such exist: 
or- where no license is required, an 
individual or firm with an established 
place of business and representing the 
industry of plumbing (the usual trade 
exceptions holding as heretofore) to 
secure the material necessary to do 
business: and that the members of the 
Central Supply Association shall gov- 
ern themselves accordingly.”

VANDERBILT'S ESTATE. 


Revenue Tax On it Will 
Amount to Millions. 


fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPOKT.] 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Until the will 
of the late Cornelius Vanderbilt is filed 
for probate it will not be known how 
much Federal war revenue tax and 
how much inheritance tax from the es- 
tate will be paid out. The law requires 
that the executors of the estate shall 
make to the Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue a report of the amount of the lega- 
eles under the will, and the collector 
may accept their report, or make an 
investigation to determine the correct- 
ness before he proceeds to collect the 
war-revenue tax on the legacies under 
the will. The collector has power to 
seize prpperty of the estate if such a 
course is necessary to collect the tax. 
For the collection of the inheritance tax 
Controller Coler is the authorized 
agent. It is probable that the surro- 
gate will appoint an appraiser,.to de- 
termine the amount of the estate 
which is subject to the inheritance tax 
under the law. 


War 


The war revenue tax on the legacies,. 


it is expected will be 2% per cefht., as 
it is believed that Mr. Vanderbilt left 
his fortune to his wifé and children. If, 
as has been rumored, he left to mem- 
bers of his family as much as $160,000,- 
000, the war-revenue tax alone would 
amount to $3,700,000. The inheritance 
tax due the State of New York at 1 
per cent. would be nearly $1,500,000, and 
the estate would pay in war revenue 
taxes and inheritance taxes consider- 
ably over $5,000,000. 

It has been suggested that Mr. Van- 
derbilt may have made deeds of gift 
to members of his family so as to 
avoid the payment of so large a sum 
in taxes on his estate. If papers for 
such deeds were drawn some time be- 
fore his death and left unrecorded, a 
question might arise as to their va- 
lidity in warding off the tax. No in- 
formation regarding such deeds has 
been obtained by the offlials. Collector 
Coler said: “I do not believe that Mr. 
Vanderbilt took any steps to avoid the 
payment of the tax on his estate. He 
was not the kind of a man to resort 
to any underhanded method of keeping 
from the government or the State 
what belonged to either.”

If he 
chooses to ignore the dates allotted to 
him. his track is very likely to be out- 
lawed. 

The fine hand of Ed Corrigan is 
gaid to be at work to get the congress 
to taks action. When the western turf 
body arbitrarily fixes the dates, there 
will be little left to do but to come to 
terms and take what is given. A can- 
vass of the delegates to the congress 
tonight shows that only four associa- 
tions will oppose the proposed reform. 
They are the Harlem Jockey Club of 


Chicago, New Louisiana Club of New 
Orleans. St. Louis Driving Club and 


New. Memphis Jockey Club. 

The story as told by a prominent 
turfman is to the effect that, In consid- 
eration for the votes of the southern 
associations, Corrigan agrees to give 
them support in securing concessions 
from the four clubs which are opposing 
the new scheme. The racing season in 
Chicago is to be shortened at both 
ends for the benefit of Louisville and 
Cincinnati, and St. Louts is to lose part 
of its annual ninety days’ meeting. A 
week will be chopped off New Orleans 
for the benefit of Nashville, and Mem- 
phis stands untouched. 

There will be a lively ficht over the

resolution when it is presented, and 
some turfmen do not hesitaie to say 
that if the plan is adopted, it may 
cause a division in the turf congress 
and possibly secession. None of the 
four opposing clubs is willing to lose 
its dates for the sake of helping Corri- 
Ean to settle his California fight.

TWO LIVES LOST IN MONDAY’S 
GREAT MILL FIRE. 


Missing Foreman’s Charred Remains 
Found in the Ruins—Inquests 
Over Victims’ Bodies—All of the 

' Injured Doing Well—Fire After- 

. math. 


Two lives were lost in the great fire 
which destroyed a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of property Mon- 
day afternoon and resulted in the in- 
jury of half a dozen people. 

The surmise that Ward U. Cunning- 
ham, mill foreman of the Perry Lum- 
ber and Mill Company, perished in the 
flames proved a certainty yesterday 
morning, when his charred body was 
found in the ruins. Fidelity to the in- 
terests of his employers cost him his 
life. Like George H. Knowlton, the 
other victim of the fire, he tarried too 
long in the burning building in the 
hope of being able to save some prop- 
erty or check the progress of the 
flames. Knowlton managed to reach 
the street with his skin burned to a 
crisp, and died in the hospital some 
hours later. Cunningham failed to es- 
cape from the fiery whirlwind, and only 
the seared fragments of his body re- 
main to tell the tale of the terrible fate 
that befell him. 

By 5 o'clock yesterday morning the 
ruins were cooled off sufficiently to ad- 
mit of search for Cunningham’s re- 
His failure to return to his 
home or to report to his employers 
after the fire had left little room for 
doubt as to his fate. Accordingly, the 
first thought of his employers and fel- 
low-employés was to explore the débris 
for evidence that would confirm their 
dire Suspicions. It required but an 
hour’s work to bring success to the 
srewsome quest. At about 6:15 -o’clock 
a.m. Joseph Knight, the surviving mill 
foreman, discovered the remains. 

The. eharred trunk was found at the 
rear of the office vaule near the engine- 
room, where Cunningham was last 
seen. There was a small open court be- 
tween the engine-room and the business 
office. It was in a corner of this court 
near the doorway leading to the office 
where the body lay. Cunningham was 
evidently overcome by the smoke and 
heat as he was making his escape from 
the engine-room, and was roasted to 
death where he fell. There was not 
much débris upon the body. The clothes 
were entirely burned off the dead man, 
and nothing but a blackened and shriv- 
eled trunk remained, but papers and 
money in a pocketbook underneath the 
remains were found to be intact. 

The remains of the dead mill foreman 
were removed to C. D. Howry’s under- 
taking rooms, where Coroner Holland 
held an inquest at 4 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon. The verdict of the jury was

Both Knowlton and Cunningham 
were among the lumber company’s old- 
est employes. The former was 56 and 
the latter 55 years old. Both men were 
of excellent character and had the con- 
fidence of their employers, who regret 
their unbappy fate exceedingly. Knowl- 
ton had a wife and a young adopted 
daughter. He lived at No. 1320 Geary 
street and owned considerable property. 
Cunningham was a widower and made 
his home with his grown son and 
daughter at No. 1537 Bridge street. The 
company is making arrangements for 
the funeral of the two dead employés. 
It is the intention to have all the sur- 
hye - employés attend the obsequies in 

Jacob M. Deeter, the lumber com- 
pany’s engineer who was also fright- 
fully burned, remains in the California 
Hospital. He suffered much pain yes- 
terday, but last evening was resting 
He will in all probability re- 
cover. Deeter was for many years en- 
gineer for the Kerckhoff-Cuzner’* Mill 
and Lumber Company, but was thrown 
out of employment here recently by 
the substitution of electricity for steam 
power. The change was made on the 
sole grounds of safety. Deeter is a 
good engineer. He had been in the em- 
ploy of the Perry Company but one 
week when the disaster occurred. 

A. J. Springer, the fireman who was 
injured by falling through the roof of 
a burning cottage, is mending nicely at 
the Good Samaritan Hospital and will 
probably be out a few days hence. 

Miss Petuya, the young French 
woman who sustained a compound 
fracture of the leg by falling off a 
porch while viewing the fire, is doing 
as well as could be expected, in the 
County Hospital. The other women who 
were injured by the collapse of the 
porch are recovering from their in- 
juries at their homes. 


FIRE AFTERMATH, 


Work of Clearing Away the Debris 
CommeéEnced. 


All day yesterday people flocked to 
the vicinity of Commercial and Ala- 
meda streets to view the results of 
Monday afternoon’s conflagration. They 
beheld a scene of ruin and desolation 
covering nearly a@ whole block. Smok- 
ing embers and bare and blackened 
walls; piles of twisted iron and ma- 
chinery; great heaps of parched and 
water-soaked grain; piles of flour and 
meal converted into masses of dirty 
dough by tons of water; barrels of ce- 
ment caked into a solid mass; a seeth- 
ing mass of burning hap; thes® are 
some of the sights that presented them- 
selves. Tongues of flame were still 
seen shooting out here and there, and 
the ground was almost too warm to 
tread upon. 

On the tall walls of the wrecked flour 
mill a few solitary pigeons were 
perched, and mournfully surveyed the 
scene. They were all that escaped of 
the hundreds of birds that homed on 
the roof of the mill. Their return to 
the dismantled walls, almost before 
they were cool enough to perch upon, 
shows the strong affection of these 
birds for home. But. the walls 
must come down. This was decided 
upon yesterday, as they are a menace 
to the safety of sightseers and work- 
men in their present condition. ‘ 

Relays of firemen worked about the 
ruins all of Monday night. One engine 
pumped water on the burning grain 
Lines 
of hose were kept laid long after that, 
and firemen remain on watch to quench 
any fresh outbursts of the fire that 
might arise. 

he work of salvage commenced early 
yesterday morning. The Perry Lum-- 
ber and Mill Company had not much 
to save, as the fire practically made a 
clean sweep of the buildings and lum- 

rin the yard. Still, there was much 
rubbish to clear away, and men and 
teams were set to work wherever the 
ground was cool enough. Ropes were 
stretched and fences erected to keep 
relic-hunters out, but it was hard to 
keep the crowds back, even with the 
assistance of the police. 

At the ruins of the Los Angeles 
Farming and Milling Company's plant 
there is considerable work for salvers. 
Hundreds of tons of wheat rendered 
unfit for flour can be saved for feed. A 
large force of men was put to work 
yesterday wherevér thé heat had sub-

haul much of the damaged grain to 
the company’s ranch in the San Fer- 
nano Valley, where it will be dried out 
and used for hog feed. 

Men and boys swarmed around, the 
mill site yesterday with bags, begging 
to be allowed to carry away damaged 
wheat for chicken feed. Some did not 
ask permission, but helped themselves. 
Some wanted to buy, but the answer in- 
variably was that the company was 
in no position to sell before the insur- 
ance adjusters had done their work. 
If left alone there is no doubt that all 
6f the grain in sight would be carried 
away by pillagers. Priyate watchmen 
and police are on guard to prevent this 
as much as possible. 

The vaults of neither of the two big 
concerns burned out have been opened 
yet. Until that is done and the books 
gone over it will be impossible to make 
accurate revised estimates of the losses. 
The original estimate of $250,000 is gen- 
erally accepted as being about correct. 
This is figured on the basis of $200,000 
for the Farming and Milling Company, 
$40,000 for the Perry Lumber and Mill 
Company and $10,000 miscellaneous. °

have made arrangements yet for re- 
building, but doubtless all. will do so 
in the near future.

The Farming and Mill- 
ing Company is in shape to take care 
of all outstanding contracts, but is not 
reaching out for new business at pres- 
ent.

UGLY GARBAGE HEAPS. 


Protests Against the Seventh-street 
Dumping Ground, 

The death of a child from the effects 
of burns received at the Seventh-street 
garbage dump has directed attention 
to that spot, and some of the residents 
in the immediate vicinity are bitter in 
their protests against the nuisance. M. 
Haugh, who works a small ranch di- 
rectly opposite the dump, is about to 
leave the neighborhood because of the 
offensive odor arising from the bufning 
refuse and because of the unsightly 
surroundings. Haugh says that per- 
sons using the street at that point are- 
frequently compelled to hold their noses 
while passing the heap of decaying 
vegetable matter, and that the flies at 
times are almost unbearable. 

The land on which the garbage is 
dumped was at one time subject to 
overflow from the river, but since the 
Terminal road has protected the east 
bank of the river it has been but a 
sand lot. The owners of the property 
are said to be the Terminal Company 
and Mrs. E. Hollenbeck. The former 
contractors for street-sweeping made a 
practice of dumping their gleanings in 
a lot on the south side of Seventh 
street,, but it is said that they spread 
the refuse and turned it under the 
ground, thereby obviating any cause 
for complaint. This lot is now a fertile 
bit of ground, and is yielding a good 
crop of alfalfa and watermelons. 

The principal objection raised is 
against the practice .of leaving the 
street sweepings in piles and then set- 
ting fire to them. The stuff, which is 
several feet deep, burns for days, leav- 
ing a covering of ashes which is de- 
ceiving, and numerous instances are 
cited of children, horses and dogs step- 
ping into beds of hot coals and receiv- 
ing severe burns. The spot is fre- 
quented by rag-pickers in search of 
junk, and by children who pick up 
cast-off toys and other articles that 
appeal to the child eye. 

R. T. Whittlesey of No. 707 Boyle 
avenue tells of a petition which was 
numerously signed and. presented to 
the Council some weeks ago, complain- 
ing of the nuisance, and he adds that 
Health Officer Powers claims to be 
unable to apply any remedy. Whittle- 
sey also calls attention to the fact that 
the contractors are not careful to un- 
load their wagons on the lot in ques- 
tion, but often deposit the matter in 
the gutter and even on the roadway. 

While the conditions at the garbage 
dump are disagreeable, and the litter 
of manure and tin cags and worthless 
junk is unsightly, no fear of menace 
to health is expressed by the residents 
of the locality, and they comfort them- 
selves with the thought that rain and 
cooler weather will cure the evil. 

The river bed just south of the Sev- 
enth-street bridge has lately received 
several large contributions of rusted 
cans, bundles of-wire and other refuse. 
and it is said that many teamsters are 
in the habit of unloading their wagons 
from the bridge. West of the bridge 
and adjoining the Santa F% tracks. fill- 
ing is being done with ashes, and, al- 
an e river is, to say the le - 
fensive to the sight. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE,

urday. The exhibits sent in consist 
entirely of agricultural products. 
Among other things were apples, 
lemons, potatoes, corn, squashes and 
pomegranates. 

S. K. Woodward of Gardena has an 
unusually large cucumber on exhi- 
bition at the chamber. It measures 
fourteen inches in circumference. 

The Yucca Manufacturing Company 
of Los Angeles has placed some sam- 
ples of a new roofing material on the 
chamber tables. The pulpy fiber of 
the yucca is thoroughly saturated with 
asphaltum, and used as a water-proof 
roofing. This is something new in the 
use of these desert plants. ‘ 

Mrs. M. J. McGinnis of No. 853 East 
Twenty-ninth street, brought some 
string beans to the chamber yester- 
day. They are of the yard variety, and 
the pods are four feet in length.

Weekly Crop Bulletin. 

The earlier portion of the week was 
moderately cool, with occasional fog 
or clouds; the latter part was very 
warm and dry, the warmest weather 
of the season occurring during the 
closing days: Thunder storms, with 
light to heavy rains according to local- 
ity, occurred in the mountains in the 
southern portion of San Diego county. 

The warm, dry weather was favor- 
able for fruit drying, raisin making and 
maturing citrus fruits, but it was ad- 
verse to orchards with a scant supply 
of water. 

Raisin making, grape shipping and 
prune drying are in progress on fair 
crops. Late peaches are ripening: the 
walnut harvest has begun in localities: 
the crop is good except in orchards not 
well cultivated. 

Oranges and lemons continue to look 
well, but in instances will be under- 
sized. Last week’s rain in Los Ala- 
mitos district, necessitated plowing out 
of sugar beets, to prevent’ second 
growth. Early vegetables being planted 
quite freely; loquats are blossoming. 


Hospital Investigation. 

The investigation ‘of charges made 
by patients against the management 
of the County Hospital was postponed 
yesterday until this morning. The man 
who made the charges has been ejected 
from the hospital. Many other com- 
plaints have been made,. and. the

WESTLAKE PARK. 


Application for License Withdrawn 
and an Explanation Filed —Pro.

No liquor is to be sold near West- 
lake Park, and no license, for restau- 
rant purposes or otherwise, is to be 
granted by the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, at the corner of Lake 
and West Seventh streets. The con- 
troversy over the proposed license at 
that corner was suddenly terminated 
yesterday by the withdrawal of the ap- 
plication. The official report on the 
subject shows that the applicant did 
not intend to open a saloon there, as 
charged by some of the protestants. 

No report as to coming changes or 
transfers in the police force was made 
to the Police Commission yesterday. 
The members of the board made a 
careful examination of the reports 
made by the sergeants as to the qual- 
ifications of the patrolmen. 

The trouble over the payment of 
wages due laborers on the Third-street 
tunnel is to be settled by appeal to the 
courts. A. E. Chaffey will sue the 
contractors on the tunnel, the city and 
all the laborers who have filed claims, 
in order that the whole question as 
to who shall receive the money due 
from the city may be settled at once. 

Scores of school children are being 
vaccinated free by City Health Officer 
Powers, who will devote every after- 
noon to that work as long as the rush 
continues. 

The Mayor proposes to inaugurate a 
campaign against pool-room and poker- 
room owners, who employ young men 
as “cappers’’ for their games and pay 
them commission on e receipts se- 
cured by their “steering’’ victims into 
such rooms. 

Sofie Jorgense, the sixteen-year-old 
Danish girl, who last June preferred 
such serious charges against her un- 
natural step-father, Hans Olsen, was 
given a judgment by Judge Trask yes- 
terday for $25,000 damages for the abuse 
and wrongs she suffered while a mem- 
ber of the Olsen household from Sep- 
tember, 1895, to April, 1899.

APPLICANT WITHDREW. 


CONTEST OVER A LIQUOR LICENSE 
SUDDENLY TERMINATED, 


No Saloon Under Any Name to Be 
Opened Near Westlake Park. 
Tunnel Troubles to Be Settled in 
Courta— Crusade Against Poo)l- 
room “Cappers.’’ 


The contest before’ the Board of 


_Police Commissioners over the appli- 


cation for a restaurant liquor license 
at the corner of Lake and West Sev- 
erith streets, or at No. 2200 West Sev- 
enth street, has been settled by the 
withdrawal of that ‘application. This 
action was accompanied by a tart let- 
ter of explanation and an official re- 
port on the matter which, if they con- 
tain all the facts, seem to indicate 
that despite the allegation to the con- 
trary, it was never the intention of 


the applicant to do anything like a 
saloon business at that place. 
At the last meeting of the Police 


Board an application for a restaurant 
liquor license at No. 2200 West Sev- 
enth street, filed by Mrs. Sarah James 
Morrison, was considered. A delega- 
tion of property-owners from that 
part of the city appeared to oppose 
the granting of the application. They 
made a vigorous contest and filed a 
numerously-signed protest inst 
the application. In the discussion it 
was asserted that the people there 
wanted no saloon in that part of the 
city, and they considered that that 
would be what they would have if the 
license were granted. The effect of 
this opposition was to have the whole 
matter referred for investigation. Yes- 
terday two Additional protests were 
filed and a committee of citizens was 
in attendance at the meeting of the 
board to again oppose the license. 
Their presence was unnecessary, how- 
ever, for as soon as the matter was 
taken up it was announged that Mrs. 
Morrison had withdrawn the applica- 


tion. She explained her action in the

The investigation ordered by the 
board had been made by Detective C.

“After having, in company with De- 
tective Flammer, made a thorough in- 
Spection of the house in question, and 
having had a conversation with the ap- 
piteaat. and having heard, directly and 
indirectly, some of the criticism of this 
lady and her house by parties sign-

“It is true that some two or three 
ears ago, long before Mrs. Morrison 
ecame a resident of this city, ord 
even before the party who sold the 
building to her had bought it, the house 
was occupied for a short time by per- 
sons of questionable character, but 
they were very so00n put out. The 
house had been vacant for nearly. if 
not fully, a year, when Mrs. Morrison 
bought it, and she was a stranger 
in the city and claims to have known 
nothing of the past character of the 
place. She further says that she 
thought the house very desirably lo- 


acted in a most respectable neighbor- 


to open and keep it 
lodging and 
boarding-house, and to conduct in the 
commer front room on the ground ‘oor 
ice cream and soda-water 
stand, and also to furnish meals to her 
regular boarders. She applied for a 
restaurant liquor permit, thinking that 
it Was necessary, and that her custom- 
ers would be expected to be served 
with wines, etc., with meals, and had 
not the slightest idea that the appli- 
cation would subject her to the sus- 
picion of wishing to conduct a ques- 
tionable house. She says that her 
rooms are not to rent to lodgers for 
a night, but only to those of perfect 
respectability who will be more or 
less permanent guests for a week, 
month or more. 

“Outside of the portion of the pur- 
chase price for the place, which Mrs. 
Morrison hea paid, she has, in my 
judgment, spent fully $1500 in furnish- 
ing and repairing the house, which is 
hadsomely fitted up as a lodging-house 
or private hotel, with restaurant equip- 
ment, sufficient to show at a glance 
that the party intended to conduct 
a bona fide restaurant and be pre- 
pared to furnish meals to a large mgim- 
ber of patrons. This lady is a stranger 
in the city, but there is absolutely 
nothing in her conduct, while here, or 
in the appearance of her place, to jus- 
tify a suspicion that she intends to 
do otherwise than she. states she will 
with this house, and she seems to fully 
realize that she can only hope to suc- 

in that locality by keeping her 
house in such manner that respectable 
persons will visit it. — 

“The application for the liquor li- 
cense is withdrawn and I am satisfied 
that Mrs. Morrison would not have 
the license if she could get it, now 
that she understands that the sale of 
liquor might cause some to question 
the respectability of her house. fhe 
has been hurt and mortified by the 
criticism that has been made of her- 
self and place, and only hopes that 
the residents of the community will 
suspend final judgment until she has 
had a trial, which certainly seems but 
a reasonable requests” 

As there was no action for the board 
to take on the matter, the communica- 
tions were placed on file, and the com- 
mittée withdrew. 

BREWERY FIGHT ENDED. 


The. board was prepared to finally 
settle the contest between rival brew- 
ng companies for the possession of the 
license for the saloon at No. 801 South 
Olive street, which place the former 

roprietor, Walter Granier, left sud- 

enly a month or more ago. All per- 
sons interested in the license had been 
summoned to appear before the board. 
A notice was received from the Los 
Angeles Brewing Company, however, 
stating that the matter had been satis- 
factorily adjusted, and all opposition to 
the transfer of the license to John 
Fishback, representing Maier & Zobe- 
lein, was withdrawn. The _ transfer 
was accordingly made. 

The licensé of D. Felix for the saloon 
at No. 108 Commercial street was re- 
voked, the place having been closed 
for some time and payment of the li- 
cense having been refused repeatedly. 
This made a vacancy in the limit of 
200 licenses, and an application from 
Louis Messmer for a license at the cor- 
ner of Requena and Los Angeles streets 
was at once granted. The application 
for this license bore the signaturés of 
the necessary two-thirds of property 
frontage on Requena street. but, al- 
though the saloon will front as much 
on Los Angeles street as on Requena, 
no Los Angeles-street frontage was 
represented.

Several days ago on information 
furnished him by reputable citizens, 
the Mayor ordered the police to look 
out for and arrest Charies City and 
wife, who, according to the Mayor's 
information, had been begging on the 
streets, and abusing such persons 4s 
refused them alms. The arrest was 
not made for the reason that the 
couple complained of could not be 
caught violating any law. Yesterday 
City called on the Mayor and made 
such a reasonable statement that His 
Honor came to the conclusion that he 
might have been hasty and that hfs 
information had not been wholly cor- 
rect.

The work- 
ingmen have been clamoring for their 
wages, and a number of them appealed 
to the city authorities. The result of 
this appeal was that the Mayor has 
taken up the matter for them and will 
not approve any more demands until 
the wages due are paid. This did not 
help Chaffey, however. 

A consultation was held yesterday 
afternoon in the City Attorney's of- 
fice at which Chaffey, the Mayor, the 
City Attorney and a representative of 
the laborers were present. The tunnel 
trouble was discussed in all its phases 
and Chaffey demanded to know what 
was going to be doné about the mat- 
ter. As a result of the conference 
Chaffey decided that he would take 
the matter into the courts at once. 
He will sue Swensen & Hill for an ac- 
counting, making their bondsmen, 
the city and the unpaid laborers 
parties to the suit. The reason for 
using the laborers that way is to give 
them a chance to present their claims 
properly before the court. The city is 
to be made a defendant for the rea- 
son that it has money of the con- 
tractors tied up. This money will be 
paid into court and the contractors 
and sub-contractor may then fight 
out their differences.

AFTER THE “CAPPERS.”’ 


The Mayor Propeses to Protect 
Small Boys from Evil. 

If it is possible to draft an ordinance 
such as the Mayor desires to have 
adopted, there will be a decided falling- 
off in the receipts of one or two tough 
joints on Main street where pool and 
poker furnish a livelihood for a class 
which is frequently under the eyes of 
the police. What the Mayor finds most 
objectionable about such places, and 
there are several of them, is the fact 
that a number of youths are regularly 
engaged and paid commissions as ‘cap- 
pers” or “steerers’’ for the games in 
question, especially pool.

The Alleged Assauliting of Alex.

Frank Dolle, charged with assault- 


ing Alexander Posey of Inglewood with 
a pitchfork on Juné 30, was on trial be- 
fore a jury in Department One yes- 
terday. Dolle, who is a Frenchman, is

tured the horse and Posey had started 


to walk away when Dolle ran up from 
behind and jabbed him with a pitch- 
fork in the back. The assailed man 
fell unconscious the ground and 


the head and also in the left arm. Mrs. 
Court left the horse to run over Dolle’s 
field, while she assisted Posey, who by 
this time was unconscious and gradue 
ally losing strength from loss of blood. 
He was at once brought to the city, 
where for many days he lay in a most 
critical condition. 

Dolle, testifying In behalf of himself, 
Stated that he was compelled to use 
the fork in self-defense, for Posey had 
entered the fleld, hurling some stinging 
epithet at him and threatening to do 
him great. bodily harm. Posey, who is 
4 man weighing about 212 pounds, ter- 
rifled the Frenchman, a man of much 
smaller mold, and he said he simply 
made his fork keep the assaulting man 
at bay, which he did most effectively. 
The defendant said that at one time 
during the episode Posey had him by 
the throat and only by good fortune 
was he able to free himself from his 
clutch. He avows that Posey entered 
the fleld to provoke an encounter.

Accident to Nine-year-old 

Luther Rennie. 

Luther Rennie, the 9$-year-old son 
of William A. Rennie, a compositor 
employed by the Times-Mirror Com- 
pany, was accidentally killed yester- 
day afternoon while playing about a 
building in course of erection at Reid 
and Pico streets.

THE PARDON OF DRE YFUS. 

Capt. Alfred Dreyfus has been par- 
doned by the French government, as 
it has been freely predicted he would 
be ever since his conviction by the 
court-martial at Rennes a few days 


ago. The news of his pardon had 
been so thoroughly discounted by 
anticipatory reports, amounting al- 


most to a certainty, that the an- 
nouncement of the fact caused very 
little excitement in France, and none 
whatever in any other part of the 
world. The actual pardon is an anti- 
climax. The acme of interest was 
reached in the so-called trial at Ren- 
nes. The nature of the verdict there 
rendered left the government no ra- 
tional alternative save that of par- 
doning the prisoner, for in mitigating 
the former Sentence, the court. vir- 
tually confessed his innocence. 

So soon as it became generally 
known that Dreyfus would almost cer- 
tainly be pardoned, there was a great. 
falling off of the intense interest 
which had been felt in the case_ all 
over the world. Especially was this 
true in France. The people of that 
republic are doubtless very tired of 
the case. They have reason to be so, 
and to wish that it be dropped as 
s9g0n as possible. For every intelli- 
gent Frenchman must’ understand 
that the greater the publicity given 
to the case, with its revolting revela- 
tions of injustice and persecution, the 
greater must be the condemnation of 
those guilty of these wrongs, and the 
greater the éddjium which must neces- 
sarily attach to the government of 
France, under which these grave of- 
ficial wrongs have been perpetrated. 

The pardon of Dreyfus was un- 
doubtedly the wisest and best solu- 
tion of the difficulty, under the exist- 
ing circumstances. While it is not, 
in one sense, a’ vindication for him, 
it is in another sense almost equal to 
a verdict of acquittal. For if the gov- 
ernment had found credible evidence 
of his guilt, the sentence originally 
imposed upon him would surely have 
been reaffirmed, and it would not 
have been followed by a pardon. The 
Rennes trial showed quite conclu- 
sively that Dreyfus could not hope for 
justice at the hands of a_ military 
tribunal. His health is very seriously 
impaired by the hardships through 
which he has passed, and it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if he could stand the 
strain of fighting for his liberty much 
longer. It was wise, therefore, for 
the prisoner to withdraw his applica- 
tion for a reversal of the Rennes ver- 
dict, and to accept, instead, a pardon 
from the government. 

What of the future? The friends of 
Dreyfus are said to have announced 
that the fight will go on until it has 
been shown conclusively, by - incon- 
trovertible evidence, that he is entiraly 
innocent of the crime charged against 

him. This may be the present inten- 
tion of Dreyfus and his friends, who 
are still smarting under the injustice 
and wrong of which the prisoner has 
been made the victim. But it is prob- 
able that the Dreyfus case is prac- 


Semitic agitation, of which it was a 
mere incident, may go on indefinitely, 
to what wretched finality heaven 
alone knows. Now that Dreyfus is 
a free man, the principal incentive for 
pushing the case further is taken 
away, and public interest in the af- 
fair will speedily recede toward the 
vanishing point. It is quite possible, 
however, that some new facts may be 
discovered which will revive the wan- 
ing interest in the case, and throw 
@ new light upon some things which 
are now involved in darkness. 

But the saddest phase of the whole 
matter, whatever may betide, is the 
fact that nothing can bring back to 
Dreyfus the health and strength and 
buoyancy that were his before this 
terrible blight came upon his life, nor 
compensate him for the sufferings, the 
sorrows, and the losses of the five 
desolate and hopeless years on Devil's 
Island. 

Adjt.-Gen. Corbin has prepared a

BRITISH AND BOER WAR TALE. 

The situation between the British 
and Boers continues to be severely 
strained, and if the dispatches are to 
be believed, a crisis has been reached. 
Incidental to this crisis Olive Schreiner, 
the author of that famous book, “The 
Story of an African Farm,” contributes 
a cable letter to the Manchester Guar- 
dian which breathes the very spirit of 
pathos. She points out the fact that 
the largest empire in the world will 
hurl its full force against a small state 
and about 30,000 men, and that “the en- 
tire little people will have to resolve 
itself into an army of their wives and 
daughters, who will prepare the bread 
and meat that the farmers will put in 
their saddlebags when they go to meet 
the enemy,” closing her letter with this 
bit of biting comment: “Only the in- 
ternational speculator, who, through 
persistent misrepresentations and by 
means of the press, has wrought this 
evil, will gain, and fill his already over- 
loaded pockets with South African 
gold.” The world will view with sad- 
ness a contest between two peoples so 
resolute as are the people of South 
Africa and those of Great Britain. 
Should war ensue we may be assured 
that it will be bitter and deadly, and 
that it may reach beyond those to be 
immediately concerned at the outset is 
not the least deplorable feature of this 
unhappy situation. The people of 
America, friendly to both countries, 
and having large numbers of their 
countrymen in both of these foreign 
lands, look at the prespects of a fight 
with the gloomiest forebodings, and it 
will be their prayer up to the last mo- 
ment that hostilities may be averted 
and some satisfactory plan reached for 
restoring relations between the British 
and South African governments, with- 
out flashing the sword in air. 


LIBERTY, DEATH, ETC. 

Representative Lentz of Ohio, in his 
speech at Cooper Union, New York, re- 
cently, said: “If you murder Aguinaldo 
you have destroyed one of the heroes of 
the world. I fail to see why it is not 
as appropriate for Aguinaldo to say 
‘give me liberty or give me death’ as 
it was for Patrick Henry to say it.” 

No one will dispute the right of 
Aguinaldo to quote the words of Pat- 
rick Henry, or those of any other 
statesman—even of W. J. Bryan or Dr. 
Mary Walker—if he wants to do so, 
and can spare the requisite amount of 
wind. But the probabilities are that the 
Tagalo chieftain has never heard of 
Patrick Henry or his speeches, and 
that he would not understand them if 
he had. 

At all events, Aguinaldo has no real 
conception of the true meanings of 
liberty. His dominating idea of liberty 
is the personal privilege, which he 
hopes to enjoy, of enslaving his own 
people, of robbing them, and of estab- 
lishing over them an absolute despo- 
tism, with himself as dictator. Of liberty 
such as the American people enjoy and 
understand, he knows nothing. 

If the American forces should be 
withdrawn from the Philippines chaos 
would follow “as the night the day.” If 
we had withdrawn our forces at any 
time since the victory of Dewey's 
squadron in Manila Bay, the result 
would have been the same—chaos, civil 
war and devastation, ending In the es- 
tablishment of a despotism, with Agui- 
naldo or some other equally unscrupu- 
lous Filipino “hero” at the head. Free- 
dom, under such a régime, would be 
unknown; liberty would be but a 
name; law would be a farce; progress 
would be impossible; and degeneracy 
would be certain. 

Aguinaldo, Lentz, Bryan and the 
other Filipino “heroes” can say what 
they please about liberty and death, 
and so forth: but Uncle Sam’s Doys in 
Luzon, while the enemy is ialking, will 
be sawing wood. 


Chicago has been elected as the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee’s storm 
center. As Senator Jones of Arkansas 
is to remain as chairman of that com- 
mittee, we tender to Chicago our sin- 
cere condolences thus early in advance 
of the coming political cyclone of 1900.

Georgia.

A CHANCE FOR TARIFF REFORM. 

While the benefits of the protective 
tariff are so great and manifest as 
even to have converted several prom- 
inent Democrats of late, it cannot be 
claimed that the somewhat complicated 
tariff system is altogether perfect in 
its details. It would be too much to 
expect that such should be the case 
in a system which involves the valua- 
tion of every commodity known to civ- 
jlized man—and many commodities, 
from Paris and elsewhere, which are 
only fully comprehensible to the civilized 
woman. The present, perhaps, some- 
what unnecessarily complicated system 
of tariff appraisement leads frequently 
to the perpetration of frauds upon the 
government by importers, and occa- 
sionally to injustice. worked upon our 
merchants and manufacturers. Friends 
of the protective tariff, which has done 
so much for this country, should not 
ignore these few weak points of the 
system, but seek the best remedy for 
them. 

The most interesting feature of the 
tariff, as it now exists, is the ad va- 
lorem system, under which the ap- 
praisement of the commodity is left 
primarily to the conscience of the for- 
eign manufacturers—or rather of the 
American importer, who instructs him 
at what price to invoice the goods. It 
is true that there is a check upon this 
in the shape of a consul, or consular 
agent, whose main duty is to affix a 
big United States seal upon invoices, 
the goods mentioned in which he sel- 
dom sees, and still less frequently 
would know the value of, if he did see 
them. It is true that there is a further 
check, on this side, when the goods are 
examined, but here again comes in the 
need not only of varied and expert 
knowledge on part of the appraiser, but 
also of strict integrity, as it is easy to 
see what great inducements dishonest 
importers can afford to offer for a 
convenient blindness on part of the 
revenue officials. Then, when one im- 
porter succeeds in getting in goods be- 
low the valuation the others are forced 
either to follow suit or see their busi- 
ness taken from them. 

On the other hand there are cases 
where the system works hardship upon 
the importers themselves. Such a case 
was recently set forth by the New York 
Commercial Advertiser, which told how 
an order had been filed in the United 
States District Court, dismissing a suit 
against the American importers of a 
well-known brand of sauce. It was 
conceded by the government that the 
general appraisers had overvalued the 
merchandise 200 per cent., and the local 
appraisers 700 per cent, and that they 
had appropriated the proceeds of the 
sale of five casks of imported material 
which had not been undervalued. Had 
the tax on this commodity been spe- 
cific instead of ad valorem there would 
have been no opportunity for the com- 
mission of such an error. 

The sentiment of the business com- 
munity of the country is,.as a rule, 
strongly in favor of the adoption, so 
far as possible, of specific instead of 
ad valorem duties. 


SCARCITY OF FRACTIONAL COINS. 

One of the surest indications of the 
business activity which prevails 
throughout the country is found in a 
report which comes from the Treasury 
Department at Washington, to the 
effect that “fractional silver coins are 
in almost as great demand at the 
treasury as are small bills.”” It appears 
that the revival of business throughout 
the country has created an extraordi- 
nary demand for half-dollars, quar- 
ters, dimes, and-nickels, to such an ex- 
tent that the treasury is almost emp- 
tied of these small coins, and will soon 
be entirely out of them if the demand 
continues. 

At no time since the resumption of 
specie payments, in 1879, has there 
heen so great a demand for the frac- 
tional silver coins as exists at the 
present time. This extraordinary de- 
mand is a sure indication of business 
activity, not alone in one State, nor in 
one section, but throughout the entire 
country. Our friends, the enemy (po- 
litically speaking.) may deny the ex- 
istence of prosperous business condi- 
tions as often and as vehemently as 
they please, but the proofs of the preg- 
ence of these conditions are to be 
found everywhere, by those who are 
not too much blinded by prejudice and 


fanatical stubbornness’ to perceive 
them. The remarkable demand for 
fractional silver is but one among 


many indications, almost equally sig- 
nificant, that the business of the coun- 
try is at the flood-tide of prosperity. 
Secretary Gage will ask Congress, at 
its next session, for legislation author- 
izing the increased coinage of frac- 
tional silver, in order that the treas- 
ury may meet the increasing demands 
of the country in this regard. There is 
not much doubt that Congress—al- 
though the “gold bugs” will be in a 
majority in both houses—will promptly 
authorize the increase desired. Let 
us have all the small change that is 
needed to carry on the business of the 
country. 


Mexico has developed a hero in the 
Sonora cowboy, who, single and alone, 
attempted to stand off a body of 
mounted Yaquis. According to a press 
dispatch, this man of nerve and cour- 
age staid in the fight until he had 
killed a number of the enemy, although 
he finally lost his own life in the con- 
test.

DERRICKS OR HOMES? 


ISSUE INVOLVED IN SUNSET 
PARK OIL DEVELOPMENT. 


Police Commissioner Parker Defies 
the Law as Established by a 
City Ordinance for the 

Protection of Parks. 


— 


The Present Contest May Have Wide- 
apread Effect Upon the’ Oil De- 
velopment and the South- 
western Part of the City. 

Clark & Bryan Have Leased Forty 
Acres, a Part of Which is in the 
Protected Area—Others 
Will Follow. 


Recent developments make it appar- 
ent that another determined effort is 
to be made “by the oil speculators to 
encroach upon the valuable property 
interests in the vicinity of Westlake 
Park. The limit established by the City 
Council to protect the public parks has 
already been crossed in at least one 
instance. Police Commissioner Parker 
has recently drilled a well on the south 
end of the block bounded by Fifth 
street, Miami avenue, Fourth street 
and Virgil avenue, all of which is in- 
cluded within the limits designed to 
protect Sunset Park. Although an offi- 
clal whose special and peculiar duty 
it is to enforce ordinances and see that 
violators of the law are apprehended 
and punished, this Police Commissioner 
impudently flouts the law and delib- 
erately violates an ordinance that he is 
sworn to enforce because it happens to 
be profitable to him to do so. He not 
only breaks the law, but menaces and 
reduces the value of property of citi- 
zens whose property rights he is sup- 
posed to protect. His only excuse is 
that he does not like the ordinance 
and thinks it should be repealed. 

As yet no direct statement has been 
made by the.oil men that they intend 
extensively to invade the protected ter- 
ritory, bu tthe best of circumstantial 
evidence points to this design on their 
part. Clark & Bryan, the firm most 
heavily interested in the Westlake Oil 
Company, have leased forty acres be- 
tween Commonwealth and Virgil ave- 
nues that extend well into the district 
covered by the ordinance, and there is 
no doubt that they intend to commence 
operations soon within the limit. The 
wells now being drilled by this com- 
pany are almost on the line, and if 
they prove a success it is very probable 
that the attempt will be made. 

At one of the wells now being sunk 
by Clark & Bryan in the rear of a lot 
fronting on Virgil avenue, good indi- 
cations of oil were struck yesterday, 
and the owners are confident that they 
will soon strike a good flow. The re- 
mainder of the tract covered by their 
lease is directly south of the well, and 
extends to within a hundred feet of the 
northwest corner of Sunset Park. When 
questioned about the probability of 
wells being sunk nearer the park. Mr. 
Clark gave an expressive wave of his 
hand toward the south, and remarked 
that they had a lease on the property, 
evidently implying that they did not 
have the slightest intention of letting 
it remain idle. Mr. Clark refused, how- 
ever, to make any direct statement 
to this effect. — 

There are already a numbeg of wells 
within the 1600-foot limit that was orig- 
inally passed by the Council to protect 
the parks from the noise and offensive 
odors that come from the oil wells, 
but these do not now come within the 
provisions of the law, because of a 
change in the limit made by the Coun- 
cil several months ago. As in the 
present instance, the oil men had 
drilled wells right up to the 1600-foot 
line, and were convinced that rich 
fields of the black fluid lay just within 
the protected area. The matter was 
brought to the attention of the Coun- 
cil, and all the pressure that the rich 
oil interests could bring to bear was 
directed toward inducing that body to 
reduce the limit. 

The sequel showed the real power of 
the oil men. The Council passed an 
ordinance which threw open several 
hundred feet of the district north of 
Westlake Park that had before that 
time been protected, and today almost 
a forest of the high, greasy derricks 
covers a part of this section. The 
change affected not only Westlake 
Park, but also contracted the north- 
ern line which bounded the protected 
area about Sunset Park. “As a result 
a well is now being drilled by W. L. 
Hardison of the Imperial Oil Compary, 
on Occidental Boulevard, just north of 
Sixth street, which comes within about 
800 feet of this park. 

The reservation known Sunset 
Park is not generally known to the 
citizens of the citv as a park and 
pleasure’ ground. There are as yet no 
shrubs or trees to distinguish it from 
the dry. hilly country immediately 
surrounding it. The tract which ap- 
pears on the city maps as Sunset Park 
is an  tirregularly-shaped piece of 
ground donated to the city for park 
purposes by Mrs. Clara R. Shatto on 
September 29, 1895. The property con- 
sists of a small triangular piece of 
ground bounded by Hoover street, Ben- 
ton Boulevard and Wilshire Boulevard; 
a piece nearly rectangular, bounded by 
Sixth street on the north, Wilshire 
Boulevard, Benton Boulevard -and 
Hoover street; the rest of the park in- 
cludes most of the block west of 
Hoover street and bounded by Sixth 
street on the north, Commonwealth 
avenue on the west and Wilshire 
Boulevard on the south. 


CONDITIONS OF THE DEED. 


The conditions of the deed by which 
the city came into possession of the 
property specified that the land de- 
scribed be held by the city for park 
purposes and for park purposes only, 
subject to a right-of-way given the 
Los Angeles Traction Company across 
the west half of lot 13. Further con- 
ditions were as follows: “The city of

By this act the gauntlet has been 
thrown down to the Council and the 
roperty-owners. 
Pithe agitation to do away 
with the limit protecting Sunset Park 
may eventually prove to be ‘a clever 
trick of some schemers who are play- 
ing a ‘sharp game with a two-edged 
sword. The effect will undoubtedly be

This is 
ut one link in a chain of most con- 
vincing evidences that “‘men of action” 
mare at the helm to traverse the sea 
of prosperity just ahead of us, and, 
also, that the thing called “blues” is 
an anachronism, belonging far back 
into the past. 


In view of the competitive target 
practice now being held by the na- 
tional guardsmen, it has sug- 
gested that it would be of great bene- 
fit to the soldiers if matches could be 
arranged between them and the crack 
shooters in private organizations, the 
affairs to take on a semi-military na- 
There are several organized 
companies of sharpshooters in South- 
ern California, composed of business 
and professional men, among whom 
are some of the best marksmen in 
the United States on 200, 300, and 500- 
yard ranges. Bringing these men into 
competition with the guardsmen 
would stimulate the latter to greater 
care and precision, and must be bene- 
ficial. It would be of some interest, 
also, to learn what known marksmen 
could do with the regulation military 
arm. Such private organizations ex- 
ist in Los Angeles, Azusa and several 
other towns, and can readily be 
reached through the mail. 


Now that the good work is done, and 
that the military marplots of Co. I, tn 
Pasadena, have been treated to a good 
dose of their own “blackball” medi- 
cine, out of an official glass, all the 
rest ofthe slope joins the company 
in asking themselves the question: 
“Why on earth, did we not db this 
sooner?” There is an important les- 
son in this case for all of the Na- 
tional Guard forces. It is, in concrete, 
that soldiers are machines to obey 
lawful orders of superiors, and that 
when they fail so to obey, they are 
not soldiers, and should at once be 
removed “for the good of the service.” 
A “pull” in the ranks against author- 
ity in the line is incipient mutiny, 
and when it is manifested it becomes 
the overt act which constitutes mu- 
tiny, and if the company commander 
fails to treat it as such, he is not do- 
ing his sworn duty. A proper esprit 
du corps should hold the military or- | 
ganization as the major interest, and 
the civil organization as but a social 
phase of the former. It is to. be hoped 
the Pasadena company fully appre- 
ciates the magnitude of the evil from 


which it has been freed.

DEPUTY CONSTABLES AT OUTS. 


Gus Bayer Again in Trouble—H. 
Fischer’s Tale of Woe. 

Gus Bayer, a deputy constable and 
private patrolman who shot @ French- 
man in the leg on Aliso street over 4 
year ago, is again in trouble. Bayer 
thought he caught the Frenchman in 
the act of committing petty larceny, 
and shot him because he tried to run 
away when Bayer told him to surren- 
der. For ready use of his gun Bayer 
was arrested, but he managed to wig- 
gle out of the difficulty after a severe 
tussle with the law. 

Bayer finds himself again under ar- 
rest on account of a difficulty with a 
fellow deputy constable, who charges 
him with  distufbing the peace. 
The complaining witness is Henry 
Fischer, a junk-dealer at No. 823 
East First street. Fischer is 
the man who recently pursued 
two petty larceny thieves and 
captured one of them after a _ hard 
fight. For this and other services per- 
formed for the police he has been per- 
mitted to wear a deputy constable’s 
star. Fischer alleges that as the result 
of his zeal in capturing thieves he has 
been. subjected to persecution. He 
classes William Seawright, proprietor 
of Billy’s Chophouse, No. 815 East 
First street, among his enemies, and 
has had him arrested along with Bayer 
for disturbing the peace. 

According to Fischer's story he was 
waylaid Monday night while on his 
way to a saloon for a can of beer, by 
Seawright and a drunken gang, who 
were bent on “doing up the Sheenie 
constable.” He dropped the ‘‘growier”’ 
when Seawright began the assault, he 
alleges, and undertook to place Sea- 
wright under arrest. As the latter re- 
sisted he blew a police whistle, and 
Bayer, who is employed by the Elms 
Agency as a patrolman, came to the 
rescue, but instead of helping Fischer 
to arrest Seawright, Bayer is alleged 
to have sided with the restaurant man 
and knocked the junk-dealer down, 
after reviling him in a shameful man- 
ner. Seawright’s wife and Mrs. 
Fischer also took a hand in the melée, 
and for a while a general riot seemed 
imminent in East First street. Mrs. 
Seawright is alleged to have been 
knocked down by her husband because 
she begged him to let Fischer alone. 

Considering the odds against him, 
Fischer discreetly withdrew as soon as 
he could conveniently disengage him- 
self from his adversaries. Yesterday 
morning he swore out warrants for the 
arrest of Bayer and-Seawright for dis- 
turbing the peace. When arraigned 
before Justice Morgan, both defendants 
pleaded not. guilty, and had their trial 
set for next Monday. 

Bayer stated yesterday that Fischer 
was simply making a fool of himself by 
blowing a police whistle when there 
was no occasion for it. He denied hav- 
ing disturbed Fischer’s peace in any 
way except to order him to quit fussing 
with Seawright and go home. When 
the case comes to trial the testimony 
will probably be very conflicting, judg- 
ing by the stories told by the various 
parties interested. 

As the result of the quarrel, Con- 
stable George Brown may revoke the 
stars of both Bayer and Fischer, whom 
he commissioned as deputies. 


CHINO MAN MISSING. 


Friends Deeply Concerned About 
Him—Possible Foul Play. 

A Chino man named Chilson is miss- 
ing and his friends are deeply con- 
cerned about his absence. Chilson, 
who has a family, left Chino about 
three weks ago. The last seen of him, 
as far as reported, was at the Llewel- 
lyn Iron Works in this city. There 
was reason for believing that he: had 
gone to San Pedro or Terminal Island 
and O. J. Neuman of Chino, a friend 
of the family, Went to those seaside 
places to search for him yesterday. No 
trace of him was found. 

Chilson had invented a pumping ma- 
chine, the patent on which is_ sup- 
posed to be valuable. His acquaint- 
ances express the fear that some one 
wishing to profit by the _ invention 
has plotted to put Chilson out of the 
way. 

The missing man is described as 
over six feet in height with stooped 
shoulders, gray mustache, gray eyes, 
plain but substantial clothing and 
heavy shoes. His name is tattooed on 
his left forearm. 


NO CHANGE IN ARITHMETICS. 


Schools Will Continge to Use State 
Series Books. 

The District Attorney rendered an 
opinion yesterday hoiding that the ac- 
tion of the County School Board in 
adopting Walsh’s Higher Arithmetic 
for use in the county public schools is 
illegal. 7 

At a meeting held June 24 last, the 
board adopted,a resolution to abolish 
the State series arithmetic, which has 
been in use several years, and adopt 
Walsh’s Higher Arithmetic in its place. 
School Superintendent Strine 
opposed the action of the board on the 
ground that it conflicted with the stat- 
utes requiring the use of State series 
books, and refused to instruct teachers 
to adopt the new books. 

In his written opinion the District At- 
torney says: “The provisions of the 
law in relation to the use of text-books 
in arithmetic are too: plain for con- 
struction, and we think your advice to 
the teachers that scholars are not com- 
pelled to purchase and use the above- 
mentioned book is correct. The use of 
unauthorized text-books in the schools 
of the county would, to say the least; 
jeopardize the apportionment of the 
State’s money to the county.”

LIGHTING SYSTEM. 


Los Angeles Edison Electric Com- 
pany Absorbs the Local Coneernh. 
Opening of Schools Postponed, 
Orange-growers Incorporate. 


SANTA ANA, Sept. 19.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.] President Barker of 
the Edison Electric Company of Los 
Angeles and several members of the 
board of directors of that company 
were in Santa Ana today to close up 
the deal with the local gas and electric 
company by which the Edison company 
secures a controlling interest in the 
local institution, and to file a bond 
and an agreement to the effect that 
in consideration of the franchise se- 
cured in this city the company will, for 
a period of five years, furnish electric 
lights free for the City Jail, City Hall, 
Qity Library and City Waterworks, 
this being a concession made by the 
Edison company soon after the fran- 
chise was applied for. This insures a 
strictly up-to-date light and power 
plant in Santa Ana. Belmont Perry to- 
day assigned all his right, title and in- 
terest in the franchise over to the Edi- 
son company, and the president of 
this company stated, before leaving: the 
city this afternoon, that the work of 
constructing the line from the Santa 
Ana Cafion system and installing the 
plant in this city will be rushed 
through from this time on, until the 
local system is completed.

THE MOOTRY TRAGEDY. 


Husband Arraigned for Murder—Ot- 
ficers Collecting Evidence. 
Renewed excitement over the Mootry 
tragedy was created at police gread- 
quarters yesterday morning when De- 


tective Auble summoned the patrol 
Wagon to No. 1225 San Julian street, 
Where Mrs. Mootry was killed. Auble 


stated in his call for the wagon that 
he had two men whom he ‘desired to 
send to the station. When Patrol 
Driver Stites hove in view of the place 
he espled Auble accompanied by what 
he took to be two desperate criminals, 
One of them had _ close-cropped hair 
like a prigze-fighter or ex-convict, while 
the other had long, oily locks that 
were suggestive of a smooth, designing 
villain. Perhaps these were the men 

‘ho had murdered Mrs. Mootry, 
thought Officer Stites, and the husband 
was perhaps gtiltiess of shedding his 
wife's blood, after all. But upon ap- 
proaching nearer the patrol driver rec- 
egnized in the hardened countenantes 
of the supposed prisoners the familiar 
features of Deputy District Attorneys 
Chambers and McComas. They had 
visited the scene of the alleged murder 
in company with Detective Auble_ to 
make an inspection of the premises and 
obtain evidence of the crime Mr. 
Auble had simply called the wagon to 
haul some furniture to the station to 
be used as exhibits at the trial of 
Mootry, and incidentally to afford the 
limbs of the law a free ride back to 
their offices. 

Careful diagrams of the premieres 
and of the bloodstains on the floor were 
made by the officers. The rocking- 
chair in which Mrs. Mootry was sitting 
at the time when her husband alleges 
she committed suicide, and several 
other articles found in the house, were 
sent to the Police Station to be used 
as evidence in the case. 

Mootry was arraigned before Justice 
Morgan on the charge of murder yes- 
terday afternoon. His counsel, Earl 
Rogers and R. J. Adcock, demanded 
an immediate examination, but the 
people were not ready to proceed, so 
the hearing was continued till Thurs- 
day at 2 o'clock.

SUIT TO CONDEMN. 


Government Begins an Effort to Se- 
cure Desired Property. 
‘Finding it impossible to make a sat- 
isfactory deal with A. P. Johnson, in 
regard to the purchase of certain land 
desired for the purpose of erectirg an 
addition to the Federal Building, the 
government authorities have taken 
the matter into the courts. All ad- 
vances on the part of the government 
have been unfavorably received by 
Mr. Johnson, it is claimed by the 
FPederat officials. The value placed by 
hin on the property being more than 
those huving the purchase in charge 
Geermed it advisable to pay, they have 

ente.ed condemnation proceedings. 

The United States of America 
through United States District-Attor- 
ney Frank P. Flint, yesterday filed a 
complaint in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, making A. P. Johnson de- 
fendant in a suit to have certain land 
condemned for use of the plaintiff. 
The land in question is described as 
lot 16, in block “C,” of the Rivera 
and Vignolo tract. 

The plaintiff alleges that the lot in 
question, in the opinion of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, is necessary and 
advantageous to the United States in 
connection with the work of building 
and constructing an addition to the 
Federal Building. 

It is further averred that the plain- 
tiff has endeavored to contract for the 
purchase, without accomplishing its 
purpose. Though the land is neces- 
Sary to satisfy the growing business 
interests of the citizens of Los Ange- 


les, the defendant is alleged to have 
refused to consider all offers. 
The complainant prays that proper 


action will be taken to ascertain the 
true value of the property, and that 
upon payment of the sum _§ settled 
upon, the defendant will be forced to 
relinquish all right and title. Fur- 
ther, that the land will be condemned 
for public use. 

The complaint is accompanied by a 
map showing the exact location of 
the property. The case is expected to 
reach a conclusion within two months.

A DEAD INFANT. 


A Young Boy Discoveres the Body 
of a Dead Infant. 

The Coroner received word yesterday 
morning that the dead body of an in- 
fant female had been found in a grove 
of trees in the hills west of the city, a 
short distance north of the intersection 
of Hoover street and Temple road. 
Willie Moore, 14 years old, who herds 
cows in the vicinity, made the discov- 
ery. The body had been placed in a 
hole at the root of a tree, and partially 
covered with leaves. 

Sunday night the Moores were dis- 
turbed by the vigorous barking of the 
dogs. The next day fresh buggy 
tracks were found, leading from the 
road to the place where the body was 
found. The little form had no clothes 
on, but was wrapped in a piece of sheet 
of fine texture. The bundle was tied 
with a strip of white lawn, dotted with 
pink figures. The -chilfl was fully 
formed and well developed. It had 
dark hair and a dark complexion, and 
from appearances it is supposed to 
have been born last Sunday. 

The body was removed to Garrett's 
undertaking parlors, where an inquest 
was held yesterday. The jury returned 
a verdict to the effect that the infant 
came to its death from lack of care 
at birth and violence. Detective Steele 
is investigating the case.
